Bills Reported. 


Favorable reports on two general 
bills were made to the house Wednes- 
day. QOne' of these measures, intro- 
duced by Representative Stark. of 
Whitfield, and-others, would authorize 
the governor to use unexpended bal- 
ances in the state treasury for the 
purpose of paying school teachers, up 
to $3,500,000. The other bill, by 
Wilhoit, of Warren, proposes an al- 
location of 2 1-2 cents of the state's 
3 1-2-cent gasoline tax to construction 
of state highways and. would require 
a $25 occupational tax from saso- 
line dealers, 

In the house another large batch of 
new bills was introduced, bringirg the 
total for the session up to 171 bills, 
One of the bills was this year’s ap- 
propriations bill, offered in skeleton 
form. subject to the usual amendments 
and changes and to the addition of 
the various items finally agreed upon 
for the various institutions. This is 
one of the most important bills of the 
session and usually goes through to 
the last of the session, when it is 
adoptel with many riders attached. 
The bill was introduced by Representa- 
tive Doyal, of Floyd. 3 

The term of office of the governor 
would be fixed at four years instead 
of two in a bill introduced by Repre- 
sentative Frank Hooper, Jr., of the 
Fulton delegation. . 

Bar Garnishments. 

Representative Luther D. Still, of 
Fulton county, introduced a measure 
exempting from garnishment by so- 
called “salary buyers” the wages and 
salaries of persons who work for other 
persons or corporations.

Still. 

Other bills introduced provided an 
appropriation of $195,000 for an au- 
ditorium at Georgia Tech; authorized 
county ordinaries to sell automobile 
license tags; permitting establishment 
of kindergartens in public schools; in- 
creasing salaries of the judges of the 
supreme court and court of appeals 
from $7,500 to $12,000 a year; in- 
creasing salaries of certain superior 
court judges to $7,500. .

National Tax Decreasing. 

Our Georgia income taxes taken by 
the national government are decreas- 
ing. The volume of exemptions has 
been enlarged. 

The individual returns made from 
Georgia for the calendar year 1925, as 
just reported, were 37,410 from a 
popvlation of 3,102,000. The percent- 
age of our people who filed returns 
was 1.21 per cent—so we are not be- 
ing terribly burdened from that source. 

The net incomes reported totaled 
£177,203,659, which was 81-hundredths 
of one per cent of the total net in- 
comes of the entire nation. 

The income taxes paid to the federal 
treasury were &3,529,885, or 48-hun- 
dredths of one per cent of the na- 
tional collections. Our average . net 
income per return was $4,736.80 and 
the average tax paid per return was 
$94.36. 

Our incomes from wages and sal- 
aries was $96,181,016; from business 
$32,889,323; from partnerships $19,- 
018,526; from profits from sale of 
real estate, stocks, bonds, etec., $14,- 
179.292; capital net gain $3,254,736 ;

Those corporations that 
year paid eash dividends $32.996,249 
and stock dividends $7,891,155. 

There were 1,987 corporations that 
reported “no income,’’ but a total de- 
ficit of $18,297,398.

AWAll FLIGHT. 
SETS NEW RECORD 


in _ id-ocean. Whirling through 
space at close to 100 miles an hour, 
they finished the 2,400-mile passage 
over the Pacific waters in 25 hours 
and 50 minutes. They landed at 8:05 
a. m., Pacific time. 

The radio beacon signals that were 
to have guided them functioned only 
a part of the time; they set their 
course by dead reckoning and by the 
heavens. 


Stout Plane and Courage. 


No line of warships stretched along 
their course to save them should dis- 
aster befall; their plane would have 
floated only a short time on the 
stormy waves. But sustained by the 
knowledge of a perfected airplane and 
by their own stout courage, they car- 
ried on, gaining their goal and the 


ment. Theirs was the longest ocean 
flight on record. 

_Maitland and MHegenberger were 
tired and hungry when they arrived, 
For nearly 26 hours they’ had driven 
the great monoplane onward, ceasc- 
lessly vigilant and active.

Dream of Lifetime. 

“I have realized the dream of a 
lifetime,” Maitland told the Associated

Tell Events Calmly. 


Maitland and MHegenberger’ then 
narrated incidents of their dramatic 
adventure calmly, as though merely 
discussing some routine, every-day 


they were pleased with having been 
given the trans-Pacifie assignment, but 
pointed out modestly that there were 
other pilots and navigators in the 
army air corps who undoubtedly would 
have performed the task successfully.

Lieutenant John S. Gritfith inter- 
rupted to say that he had found the 
food in the plane untouched. Under 
the plotting board, covered by a tar- 
paulin, were the sandwiches, coffee 
and hot soup. 

Fliers’ Impressions. 

When asked for their generat im 
pressions of the long flight, Maitland 
replied, Hegenberger nodd'ng in con- 
currence : 

“My first and outstanding impres- 
sion is that it is the starting point 
toward more general distribution and 
strengthening of military aviation, and 
an important step in reorganization 
of our coast defenses.” . 

“T might add right there,” said 
Hegenberger, “that this flight posi 
tively was not in the nature of a 
stunt.

\ Servey Shows Big Increase in 
Policies Issued to ‘Mar- 
riageable” Girls. 


A recent edition of the New York 
Telegram contained an article that 
may shed a little light on the ques- 
tion of what in life insurance most 
appeals to women prospects. Ap- 
parently, women are not relying 
upon marriage as their sole security 
in later life, but are attempting to 
provide for their own futures, if in- 
surance records may be taken as an 
indication of the present day atti- 
tude of the ladies. An examina- 
tion of 1,000 ordinary policies of 
$1,000 and over issued to women by 
one company disclosed the fact that 
673 of these were taken by women 
between 20 and 3O years of age, the 
period during which there Is the 
greatest probability of marriage tor 
the majority of women. — 

It was estimated that 81 per cent 
of the women who purchased policies 
of $1.000 or over were single. The 
fact that from this group were ex- 
cluded such occupations as house- 
wife, houseworker or student would 
naturally serve to exclude a number 
of married women. Of each hundred 
women -who were single when the 
policies were issued, 41 subsequently 
married. 

Women purchasing insurance on 
their lives show a preference for the 
endowment form. This tendency has 
been explained as being due to the 
fact that women do not purchase 
largely for protection as do men, 
hut look upon insurance as the safest 
form of investment which gives at 
the same time the maximum of pro- 
tection.

A most felicitous explanation of 
the reason for life income policies 
parable to widows after their hus- 
bands die was made by one of the 
big life insurance companies recent- 
ly. Such policies are not designed 
because women are inferior to men 
in’ judgment, caution or care, be- 
cause there are as man men as 
deficient in such qualities as women. 
The question put by the company 
and the felicitous answer is this: 

Why, then, do the insurance com- 


panies advise those who invest in 
life insurance for the support of 
their wives and children to stipu- 
late that the money shall be paid 
to the beneficiary in the form of a 
monthly income for life?

Washington, June 129. —(P)—Crop _ 
conditions for the week ended yester- 
day as summarized by the cepartment 
of agriculture says ihat in the Atlan- 
tic coast states corditions were gen- 
‘erally favorable as the inereasod 
warmth promoted better growth and 
13, ths mostly fair and sunny days fayor- 
ed outside operations. 

In the southeast edditional rainfall 
pindered cultivation but abundant soil 
moisture and moderate warmth ad- 
vanced the growth of crops except that 
unfavorable «dryness persisted in 
southern Florida. Elsewhere in the 
south irregular showers and moderate 
temperatures made satisfactory 
weather conditions. 

Moderete temperatures and local 
showers were the rule in the cotton 
belt, except that continuously fair 
weather prevailed in the northwest 
portion,’ with very little rain in the 
extreme northeast. There was con- 
siderable complaint of increased 
weevil activity in the southeastern 
portion of the belt, extending as far 
west as the Mississippi valley, and 
also locally in Arkansas and klaho- 
ma, while continued rains prevented 
needed cultivation in the lower Mis- 
sissippi valley and from Alabama 
eastward. Otherwise conditions were 
generally favorable with growth most- 
ly fair to very ge
